the sale of governm ent bonds to bear

m ortgages at not to exceed 4 per c a t 
interest. 
To conduct this banking 
buslne-v 
for th*> governm ent, Bathriek, in his 
bill, purposes to establish a bureau of 
farm loans, the chief to draw’ a sal 
ary of $6,COO a y ear and an assistant 
chief $4,000. The dfvtals of preserilr 
ing the procedure and 
regulations 
under which the loans are to he mad* 
a re left largely to the secretary <4! 
the treasury. 
It i- provided, how evir, 
that the com m issioner a; the h eai 
of the buereafi is authorized only 
I? 
r> commend making of leans and Uit au­ 
thority of approving the applications 
is 
.«ted in the see ret ary of the treas­ 
ury. 
No lean is to be mad 1 in excels of 
60 per cent of the value of the prop 
ty securing it. 
Any applicant for a 
loan iiiii.-t state under oath the 
mark» t value <>< 
his security. 
\ny 
m isstatem ent In th e applicant or the 
official of the bureau which investi­ 
gates the loan, m akes them liable 
te 
civil ami crim inal prosecution. 
They 
can be sued for th< intere.<t and prln 
cipal and are liable to a lino of not 
over $5,000 and five years 
imprisos- 
ment. 
N either the bonds nor the mort- 
gages are subject to federal, 
stata 
m unicipal or local taxation. An appro 
priation of $100,000 is carried by thf- 
bill for the purpose of putting it, in tr 
operation.
